NOTTINGHAM TOWN MEETING 


March 12, 1957 


Article 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers 
tor the year ensuing. 


The following were chosen: 

Selectman — Russell Gfroerer. 

Town Clerk — Dorothy Travis. 

Treasurer — Edna Glover. 

Tax Collector — Donald Perkins. 

Library Trustee — Grace Zimmele. 

Road Agent — Philip Fernald. 

Auditors — Albert Demeritt, Mildred Jones. 
Chief of Police — Richard Friend. 

Trustee of Trust Funds — Thomas E. Fernald. 


Article 2. To raise money to defray Town 
charges. 

It was moved that the budget be amended to pro- 
vide $2,500.00 for general expense of the highway de- 
partment. Passed in the affirmative. 

It was moved that $21,140.00 be raised and ap- 
propriated to defray Town charges for the ensuing 
year. Passed in the affirmative. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
$300.00 for the control of White Pine Blister Rust in 
1957. 

It was moved that this article be dispensed with. 
Passed in the affirmative. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $250.00 for the construction of 
water reservoirs for fire protection, near Demmons 
Store and foot of Batchelder’s Hill. 

It was moved that Article 4 be accepted as read. 


Amended to include a water hole at the Town 
Dump. Passed in the affirmative. 
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Article 5. Pertaining to roadways and fencing 
at Northside Cemetery. 

It was moved that the sum of $500.00 be raised 
and appropriated to complete roadways and fencing 
at Northside Cemetery and for upkeep of Northside 
and Southside Cemeteries. Passed in the affirmative. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $729.27, the State to contribute 
$4,861.83, for Town Road Aid. 

It was moved that Article 6 be adopted. Passed 
in the affirmative. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will raise and ap- 
propriate $25.00 for Civil Defense operation and 
equipment. 

It was moved to adopt Article 7. Passed in the 
affirmative. 


Article 8. Pertaining to $700.00 for Town Dump. 
It was moved to dispense with Article 8. Passed 
in the affirmative. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $500.00 for partial maintenance 
of main roadways from public roads to developed lake 
frontage, roads or portions of roads to be designated 
by the Selectmen. 

It was moved to adopt Article 9. Passed in the 
aifirmative. 


Article 10. To seeif the Town will raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $1,000.00 for hard-surfacing 
roads, the roads or portion of roads so treated to be 
designated by the Selectmen. 

It was moved that Article 10 be adopted. Passed 
in the affirmative. 


Article 11. Pertaining to $700.00 for radios in 
fire trucks. 
It was moved that $700.00 be raised and appro- 
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priated for the purchase and installation of two-way 
radios for the Fire Department. Passed in the affirma- 
tive. 


Article 12. Pertaining to the road grader. 

Philip Fernald moved that $3,000.00 be raised 
and appropriated for the purchase of a Cat. #112, 
Austin-Western #88, or Gallion #450 road grader and 
that the Selectmen be authorized to borrow money not 
to exceed $500.00 to be retired over a period of six 
years. This equipment to be purchased by the Select- 
men and Road Agent. 

This motion was seconded and passed in the af- 
firmative. 
Result of Division Vote Yes 37 No 36 
Result of Written Ballot Yes 51 No 46 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
the Town Clerk’s salary from $25.00 to $50.00 per 
year. 

It was moved to dispense with Article 13. Passed in 
the affirmative. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to estab- 
lish a Planning Board of five (or seven) members with 
duties as set forth in Sections 1-13 Chapter 136, N. H. 
Revised Statutes Annotated, 1945; to make a study of 
the Town’s development and report to the town ap- 
propriate recommendations for the promotion and 
maintenance of the town’s best development. The 
Board members shall consist of one Selectman and 
four (or six) other citizens appointed by the Select- 
men, as provided in Chapter 36, N. H. Revised Stat- 
utes, Annotated, 1955. 

Amended to read, 1 Selectman and 4 others. It 
was passed in the affirmative. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to au- 
thorize the Selectmen to appoint an Inspector of 
Buildings who shall hold office for a term of one year, 
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and by vote fix and regulate his compensation as au- 
thorized by Section 1. Chapter 156. N. H. Revised 
Statutes Annotated 1955. 

Amended to have his fee fixed by the Selectmen 
on advice of the Planning Board. Passed in the affirm- 
ative. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to adopt 
the Building Regulations as authorized under Sec- 
tions 2-5 inclusive, Chapter 156, N. H. Revised Stat: 
utes, Annotated, 1956; as follows— 

1. Minimum Building Area 

Every dwelling unit to be used by a single 
family shall have a minimum ground floor 
area of four hundred square feet. 

2. Foundations 

All structures shall be set on solid found- 
ations of cement, brick, stone or other ac- 
ceptable masonry, except that in special 
cases where buildings are to be used for ac- 
cessory use or the Building Inspector may 
waive the requirements of this section and 
permit the use of wood, metal or masonry 
piers. 

3. Outside Walls 

These shall be constructed of material com- 
monly used for outside construction and ma- 
terials customarily painted shall be painted. 

4. Sewerage 

A private sewage disposal system is re- 
quired. The type, size and construction of all 
septic tanks and drainfields shall be ap- 
proved by the town health officer. 

5. Chimney Construction 

Chimneys shall extend at least 3 feet above 
the highest point where they pass through 
the roof of a building and at least 2 ft. higher 
than any portion of a building within 10 ft. 
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No chimney shall be built, erected or altered 
below the roof so that wood or other com- 
bustible materials within one inch of the 
chimney and no chimney shall have its base 
resting upon any floor or beam of combust- 
ible material. Factory-built chimneys that 
are approved as a result of tests and listing 
by a nationally recognized testing laboratory 
shall be installed in accordance with the 
condition of the approval. 


6. Amendment 
This Ordinance may be amended by a ma- 
jority vote of any legal Town Meeting when 
such amendment is published in the warrant 
calling for the meeting. 


7. Enforcement 

Upon any well-founded information that this 
Ordinance is being violated, Selectmen shall, 
on their own initiative, take immediate steps 
to enforce the provisions of this Ordinance 
by seeking an injunction in the Superior 
Court or by any other appropriate legal ac- 
tion. Whoever violates any of the provisions 
of the above regulations shall be punished 
upon conviction by fine not exceeding ten dol- 
lars for each day of each violation. 


8. Takes Effect 
This Ordinance shall take effect upon its pas- 
sage. Passed in the affirmative as read. 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to au- 
thorize the Selectmen to accept, for the Town, real 
estate that might be made available to the Town. 

Amended to read that no dams will be accepted. 
Passed in the affirmative. 


Article 18. To seeif the Town will authorize the 
Selectmen to negotiate for the development of land 
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belonging to the Town with power to delegate respon- 
sibility and act as they see fit. 

It was moved to accept Article 18 as read. Passed 
in the affirmative. 


Article 19. To see if the Town will appropriate 
the sum of $2,500.00 for use in developing land in the 
Pawtuckaway area. 

It was moved to accept Article 19 as read. Passed 
in the affirmative. 

It was moved that the Selectmen be authorized to 
use any money from newly acquired Pawtuckaway de- 
velopment for further development of said land. 
Passed in the affirmative. 


Article 20. To see if the Town will vote for the 
purpose of record only to close the Mountain Road 
so called, from the Raymond Line to the road from 
Rte. 107 to the Fire Lookout on Pawtuckaway Mt., the 
original closure of this road being recorded in a Town 
Clerk’s book that cannot now be found. 

It was moved to accept Article 20 as read. Passed 
in the affairmative. 

It was moved that the Selectmen be instructed to 
purchase a book for the purpose of copying the Town 
Clerk’s minutes so that they will have them handy 
for reference. Passed in the affirmative. 


Article 21. To see if the Town will provide an 
annual salary to the Trustees of Trust Funds acting 
as clerk of the Board in the amount of $25.00. Passed 
in the affirmative. 


Article 22. Pertaining to selling Town property 
at auction. 

It was moved that the Selectmen be instructed to 
offer for sale at public auction all property acquired 
through Tax Collector’s Deeds; that they be author- 
ized to accept or reject any or all bids; and that such 
auction shall be held on or before September 1, 1957. 
Passed in the affirmative. 
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Article 23. It was moved that the Selectmen be 
authorized to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 
Passed in the affirmative. 


Article 24. To transact any other business. 

It was moved that the Budget Committee be in- 
creased from 3 to 6 members at large. Passed in the 
affirmative. 

It was moved that the Selectmen be authorized 
to appoint all officers other than pas elected. Passed 
“in the affairmative. 

It was moved that the sald close at 6:30 P. M. 
Passed in the affairmative. 

It was moved that all people receiving Town Aid 
have their names printed in the annual report. This 
motion was not passed.

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REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


Your Selectmen feel that this annual report for 
1957 should contain a summary of special activities 
carried on by them in the preceding twelve months. 

At the last town meeting the town, by majority 
vote, approved the appropriation of $3,000.00 for the 
purchase of a new grader. It also approved an article 
by which the town would bond itself in the amount of 
$9,500.00 to complete purchase of the equipment. 


When the selectmen attempted to carry out the 
wishes of the town in this matter they discovered that 
financing could not be arranged, as state law is ex- 
plicit in requiring a two-thirds vote for the issuance 
of bonds. As the law is written, serial notes also re- 
quire a two-thirds vote. 


Your Selectmen would have preferred to place 
the $3,000.00 appropriated for the purpose in a capi- 
tal reserve account so as to have the start of a fund to 
replace our present grader, which seems to be ap- 
proaching retirement age. The State Tax Commission, 
however, held that this could not legally be done; 
holding that when any part of an article becomes in- 
valid the remainder is tainted with the same weak- 
ness. 

In the matter of our 1957 tax rate we have had 
so many inquiries that we take the opportunity here 
to clarify action taken by us. 


For some years past the State Tax Commission 
has urged upon us the need of bringing our valua- 
tions more in line with present actual, inflated, values. 
At the start of the year the Commission, following its 
usual custom, informed us that our valuation had 
been determined by the Commission to be only 32% 
of a full and true value. Although a few towns in New 
Hampshire valued in approximately the same range, 
a tabulation of local valuations shows that the great

majority of valuations are between 40% and 60% of 
true value. 


Preparing 1957 tax rolls, we multiplied all values 
by a factor of one and one-half (1.5), which is as- 
sumed to bring our level of valuation into the 
median range, at 48%. 


As the tax rate drops as valuations increase, no 
redistribution of the tax burden was affected, except 
in so far as the resident veteran’s $1,000.00 exemption 
was worth relatively less to him. 


We do believe that it will be necessary in the 
next few years to review and revaluate wild lands 
parcel by parcel which, because of their inaccessibility 
. or rocky or swampy character, can not be legitimately 
valued at the average figure now set. 


At the March, 1957, meeting certain articles in 
the warrant dealt with the subject of state-owned 
lands in the Pawtuckaway area. Title to these now 
rests with the State Water Resources Board which 
pays no tax, not even the small reimbursement made 
by the state on lands held by other state departments. 
Your Selectmen, acting with and through your legis- 
lative representative, first acted with the hope of hav- 
ing title to these lands transferred to the town. Op- 
position to transfer developed from both the Water 
Resources Board, which was unwilling to give up its 
rights unless it also could turn over its responsibility 
for the Pawtuckaway dams; and from the Pawtuck- 
away Lake Improvement Association, which objected 
on the ground principally that privately owned shore 
developments now opened should not be forced to 
compete with publicly owned property. 


These lands, formerly owned by the New Hamp- 
shire Electric Company, have great potential value, 
inasmuch as thousands of feet of deep water frontage 
on Pawtuckaway Lake are involved. We feel that the 
town should do its utmost to have the deep water 
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frontage designated as most suitable for development 
as cottage sites, — that we may sometime realize its 
taxable potential. 


Under a law passed by the last legislature the 
State Planning Commission must submit to the gov- 
ernor before September 1 an overall plan for the dis- 
position of the land in question. We have had and are 
continuing discussions with the interested parties, 
with the hope that we can find a solution satisfactory 
to all and persuade the Planning Commission to our 
point of view. 


In accordance with Articles 14 and 15 of the 1957 
meeting, we appointed a Planning Board consisting 
of the following: 

Albert Demeritt, Chairman (by election of 
his colleagues) 
Russell Gfroerer, Clerk 
Kenneth Cooper 
George Demmons 
Peter Meindl 
and a Building Inspector — Richard Friend. 


We have been unable to fill the vacancy in the 
office of Chief of Police. The office should not become 
vacant. Inasmuch as the present salary seems to be 
no inducement, we have suggested an increase. 

In August of 1957 your Selectmen, as directed by 
the town in its last meeting, sold at public auction 
property it had acquired by tax deed. Substantial 
sums were realized. 


Your Selectmen have discovered a wealth of early 
town records under the eaves of the town hall. They 
are almost hopelessly mixed up and had not been 
tightly boxed, with the result that squirrels have made 
a complete mess of them. 

The earliest document found on the first examin- 
ation is dated 1797, or back nearly to Revolutionary 
times. There are also check lists, records of school 
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districts, lists of Civil War volunteers, apprentice in- 
dentures, correspondence, vouchers and, in fact, all 
of the detail of town business which is the raw ma- 
terial of history. It may have no monetary value but 
it is irreplaceable. 


We feel that this material should be sorted, cata- 
logued and arranged for permanent safe-keeping; the 
older records should certainly be in fire-proof storage. 
In order that this may be done we have caused to be 
inserted in the Town Warrant an article appropriat- 
ing funds for the purpose. It has seemed proper to 
designate the Library Trustees as agents to carry out 
the work. 


We are happy to report that the town can again 
show a surplus on its balance sheet.

6. Tosee if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $750.00 for the maintenance, improvement 
of and snow removal from principal access lanes from 
public roads to develop lake frontage; allocations to 
be made by the Selectmen. 


7. Toseeif the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1,000.00 for the hard-surfacing of roads, 
sections so treated to be designated by the selectmen. 
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8. To see if the Town will raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $250.00 to grade, hard-surface and 
otherwise improve the Town Hall grounds. 


9. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $250.00 for the construction, maintenance 
and fencing where necessary, of water reservoirs for 
fire protection. 


10. To see if the Town will raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $100.00 to defray the expenses of sort- 
ing, cataloguing and arranging for safe keeping of 
early town records, the Library Trustees to be desig- 
nated to carry out the work. 


11. To see if the Town will approve a salary of 
$50.00 for the Chief of Police. 


12. To see if the Town will raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $500.00 to complete roadways and 
fence the Northside Cemetery. 


13. To see if the Town will raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $400.00 to provide attendance at the 
town dump. 


14. To see if the Town will direct the Selectmen 
to initiate discussions with the State Planning Com- 
mission with the object of securing a recreational area 
on Pawtuckaway Lake for the benefit of the towns- 
people of Nottingham, and to otherwise cooperate 
with the State Planning Commission in the study it 
has under way for the disposition of land at Paw- 
tuckaway now held by the Water Resources Board. 


15. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to sell property acquired through Tax Collector’s 
deeds, and surplus equipment, at public auction. 


16. Toseeif the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to borrow in anticipation of taxes. 
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17. To transact any other business that legally 
may come before the meeting.

Estimated Taxes For Ensuing Year 


It should be noted that the budget on the pre- 
ceding page indicated expenditures for 1958 of $76,- 
253.14. This is $11,167.72 up from last year (18%). 


If the budget is adopted substantially as here 
printed, the tax rate can be expected to go from $46.50 
per thousand to $54.50 per thousand. 


If part of the cost of the proposed new grader 
be taken from surplus, as seems safe; and if school 
expenses are reduced by federal aid and by previous 
balances, the increase in expenditures may be only 
in the neighborhood of $7,000 (11%), in which case the 
tax rate can be estimated at $51.50 per thousand.

ANNUAL REPORT OF ROAD AGENT 


In general, I have endeavored to keep the roads 
and equipment in the best possible condition at the 
least possible cost to the Town. I realize that there 
were certain inconveniences, but these were unavoid- 
able, and I am sincerely appreciative of the towns- 
people in bearing with me during these breakdowns. 

From my observation and experience as Road 
Agent during the past year, I believe the following 
recommendations are in order :— Again I must bring 
up my previous recommendation that the Town pur- 
chase a grader to replace the present obsolete and 
costly machine. 

Also, some thought must be given to the re- 
building of the following bridges in the very near 
future. In the order of their importance they are: the 
Alfred Fernald Bridge, McKinstry Bridge, Kennard 
Road Bridge, and Smoke Street Bridge. 

In regard to the tarring operations that have 
been carried to completion; namely — Flutter Street 
and Lucas Pond Road, I believe that the Town should 
continue to pursue this project in an effort to cut 
maintenance costs both to the roads and equipment. 
To enlarge upon this further, we have started Coop- 
er’s Hill Road, Kelsey Town Road and Gebig Road. 

Naturally, it will be many years in the future be- 
fore we can look to completion of these tarring opera- 
tions, but I am happy to state that with the increase 
in the Gas Tax income, the Town of Nottingham will 
receive about one-fifth (1/5) more in State aid to this 
project than in the past. 

To complete my report, I would like to say that, 
due to the lack of snow in November and December, 
we were very fortunate in completing our fiscal year 
in a better condition than that of last year.

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ANNUAL REPORT Of The LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


The Library Trustees are gratified to report that 
during the year ending December 31, 1957, the per 
capita circulation of the Nottingham Library in- 
creased from 38 to slightly over 9. This compares very 
favorably with the state average of 5.46 and the ave- 
rage of a group of small towns about the size of Not- 
tingham of 6.2. Most of this increase was due to grow- 
ing use of library facilities by the school, especially 
the upper grades. 

During the year 52 adult and 61 juvenile books 
were purchased for the library and a number of books 
were donated. In addition, the Bookmobile made 4 
visits, loaning us about 150 books on each trip.

This bro- 
chure proposes a regional high school for the towns 
of Barrington, Northwood, Nottingham and Straf- 
ford.
